OVERNMENT inquiries are increasingly numerous. It 

is with a sense of awe that we inquire the purpose of 
some of the surveys recently announced by the Bureau of 
Standards. They have concerned themselves, among other 
things, with the effect of road dust on lubricants and the 
reactions of fuels under differing conditions. 

Suppose, for the sake of argument, that the find- 
ings of the experts of the bureau are final and anani- 
mous. What are they going to do with them? Under 
the present highly specialized form of research 
carried on by the automobile companies, it is incon- 
ceivable that the bureau is carrying on either novel 
or individual work. And if, by some chance, it is, 
how is it going to benefit the automotive industry? 

Engineers in research departments, the world over, are 
alike in feeling that their own work is outstanding and that 
the other fellow’s is just a bit below par. Off-hand, it would 
seem that few motor companies would adopt the suggestions 
of the bureau, based on findings that in all human probabil- 
ity are duplications of work already done in automotive 
laboratories.

HICAGO, Dec. 17.—Gains in 
new car registrations for 

Cook county in eleven months 
were credited to thirteen makes. 
The loss, however, for all lines as 
compared with the eleven months 
of that year was 12,873 cars, a per- 
centage of 15.7. 

Total registrations for eleven 
months this year were 69,076, as 
against 81,949 for the same period 
in 1926 and 66,795 in 1925. 

Pontiac led in the percentage of 
gain, having 146.4 per cent., with 
totals of 3,090 for 1927 and 1,254 for 
1926. Oakland had a total of 1,280, 
which, combined with Pontiac's fig- 
ures, yielded a gain for the group 
of 26.5 per cent. 


Marmon was next in order in the 


percentage column, having a gain of 
128.3, while Reo had 66.5 per cent. 
The latter line was aided by the in- 
troduction of the Wolverine in the 
spring.

| Business Recovery | 

[- LEONARD AYRES of Cleveland, the well-known | 

economist, speaking the other day, remarked that! 

“the present prospects are that the conditions of general | 

i business will improve in the not distant future. There| 

seem to be four conditions that are necessary for business | 
, Wecovery. 

“The first of these is expanding industrial pro- 
duction. It seems reasonable to expect this early next 
year because the normal consumption of a number of 
essential industrial products calls for greater rates of 
output than are now recorded. 

“The second essential is an example supply of 
easily available credit, and that we have and 
apparently shall continue to have. 

“The third requisite is agricultural well being 
than seemed pcssible only a few months ago. The buy- 
ing power of the agricultural districts this winter and 
ncat spring will be better than it has been for several 
years past. 

“The last of these essentials is a good export 
trade, which seems assured for at least much of the 
coming year.” 

Every one of these essentials to business recovery applies | 
' with particular force to the automotive industry. Due to 
certain definite and local conditions in the automotive field, 
principally the Ford shut-down, buying has been held back |

to a greater degree than has been the case in other busi-| 


nesses. This condition, peculiar to the automotive industry, 
has now been eliminated, 
of delayed buying. 

The other essentials mentioned by Col. Ayres apply to | 
the automotive industry equally with every other manufac- | 
turing business in the country. This fact, plus the unusual | 
amount of delayed buying in our particular field, makes it} 
evident that the automotive business is due for a sharp 
upward movement within the next few weeks.

It would be foolish to consider the fight com- 
pletely won, however. The tax revision measure 
must still go to the Senate for action. The upper 
house may not agree with the action of the represen- 
tatives. The bill will certainly go into conference 
and considerable jockeying back and forth, and the 
inevitable compromising may be looked for before the 
measure finally becomes a law. If we remember 
rightly the last time tax revision came up the lower 
house voted complete elimination of the automotive 
taxes, only to be forced to yield to expediency when 
the measure came into conference. 

There is, nevertheless, a good foundation for hope that 
‘the excise tax on passenger cars may be completely and 
‘finally removed by the present session of our national law- 
makers.

The public here has been asked 
to wait for the new Ford and has 
been expecting some sort of a com- 
plete car for about $500. As the 
chassis alone is considerably above 
this figure, those who did wait may 
perhaps feel somewhat disappointed. 

With our system of motor taxa; 
tion on horse-power rating, the new 
Ford will save about $40 a year to 
its owner, compared with model T, 
but while Ford has been out of the 
market the home manufacturers 
have consolidated their position and 
they will require a lot of displacing. 

Horse power is at a discount 

with the owner-driver of moder- 
ate means over here, and a com- 
parison can be made with two of 
the most popular types on the 
roads today, the Austin Seven and 
the 11.9 Mborris-Cowley. The 
Austin Seven pays only $35 a year 
tax, while the new Ford will be 
charged $75. The Austin Seven is 
very dimunitive, but it can be pur- 
chased as a saloon model for the 
equivalent of $350, or $75 less than 
the Tudor. The 11.9 Morris- 
Cowley can be bought as a two- 
door saloon for $885, or, with four 
doors, for the same price as that 
to be charged for the two-door 
Ford saloon. 

A saving on first cost and on the 
annual tax will be what they will 
vote for, and they will be quite pre- 
pared to put up with lower power 
and possibly a less roomy body. 
This being the case, it is difficult to 
See where the new Ford model is 
cming in, as, presumably, its ap- 
peal is to the man of limited means. 
But perhaps it has some mysterious 
advantages that we have not yet 
fathmed which will overweigh the 
question of price. 

The new model has right hand 
Steering and is stated to have been 
designed specially for the British 
market and has, presumably, a 
smaller engine than its American 
brother, is rated at 14.9 h. p. (some- 
what higher than was anticipated) 
and has a four-cylinder engine. 
The engine is said to give 28 h. p. 
on the brake at 2,600 r. p. m. and 
its limit of capability is 50 m. p. h. 

The valves, side by side, are fitted 
on the. right hand side. The gear- 
box has three forward speeds, con- 
trolled by a centrally-placed lever 
working in an invisible gate. Four- 
wheel brakes are applied by pedal 
and by right-side hand lever, and 
are of the _ internally-expanding 
type, the drums being completely 
inclosed.

The chassis is 
fitted with shock-absorbers all 
round and the frame is quite in- 
Sulated from the axles, back and 
front. Ignition is by coil and dis- 
tributor. Wire wheels are fitted to 
the chassis and the back axle ratio 
is 466 to 1. Track and wheel base 
measure respectively 56 and 104 
inches. : 

The car is low-built, and light

concéded that its appearance is an 
advance on Model T and it seems 

to exhibit the influence of the Lin- 

coln design. A higher powered en- 
gine will also be obtainable.

SERVICE THRIVES 


City Western “Center 
For Motorized 
Transportation 


By Independent News Service 
OS ANGELES, Dec. 17.—This 
city is the hub of motor trans- 
portation for all territory west of 


the Rocky Mountains, according 
to figures made public by J. O- 
Marsh, chief engineer of the 
Board of Public Utilities and 
Transportation. This statement 
was brought forth as an answer 
to a questionnaire fr--- the Buck- 
eye Stages of Columbus, O. 

The city of Los Angeles has 195 
miles of street car routes with 490 
street cars in daily use, while there 
are 183 motor bus routes. Buses are 
operated both as complete trans- 
portation systems and as feeders 
to rail and bus lines. There are also 
110 sightseeing buses operated out of 
the city. 

There are 185 miles of interurban 
lines that enter and leave the city, 
with 356 interurban buses operating 
in and out of the city, while 200 
|buses operating the length and width 
|of the state enter and depart from 
the city every day. There is almost 
hourly bus service between this city 
jand San Francisco by two different 
routes. « 

Buses leave Los Angeles daily for 
Seattle, San Francisco, San Diego, El 
Paso, Denver and Salt Lake, and 
these connect with other bus lines 
for points as far east as New York, 
Boston, Philadelphia and Wash- 
ington. 

“The development of motor bus 
transportation in Los Angeles con- 
tinues,” explained Mr. Marsh, “and 
is a reliable barometer of the pros- 
perity in the metropolis. Many of 
the modern buses now in use in 
other cities were designed and first 
used in Los Angeles. 

“Because Los Angeles was and is 
still a great tourist center, it was 
only natural that the new means of 
passenger transportation should 
have had its growth here. We are 
constantly receiving inquiries from 
all over the nation for information 
and advice as to the construction 
and operation of motor buses and 
coaches. 

“Several of the big companies 
that operate from this city have 
their headquarters here, and most 
of the buffet and parlor buses are 
built in this city. Other companies 
are planning to make Los Angeles 
the center of their operations, and 
it is not too much te predict that 
within a short time Los Angeles 
Will build most of these vehicles to 
operate west of the Rockies. These 
buses also will bring greater num- 
bers of visitors to the Southland. 
The motor bus, without a doubt, 
will become one of the big factors 
in adding to the industrial life of 
Los Angeles.” 


TRUCKS HAUL MANY 
SQUEALERS TO OMAHA 


Omaha, Neb., Dec. 17.—Motor 
trucks carried 555,793 hogs to the 
Omaha market in the first eight 
months of 1927, which is more than 
were brought in by trucks during 
the entire year of 1926, and almost 
twice as many as were shipped by 
truck in 1923. 

Omaha is only one of many mar- 
kets to which live stock are trucked 
by producers within a radius of fifty 
to 100 miles. Among the advantages 
claimed for this method of ship- 
ping are reduction of time spent in 
transit and decreased losses from 
shrinkage of stock.
